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PREFACE. 

The general remark that it is "a portrait year ” at the Roval Aciuleiny is based less on the 
number of portraits there exhibited than on the outstanding merits of a few of the more remarkable 
examples in this section of art. C^miparison has even been made between the Royal Academy of 1002 
and that of a hundred years ago, with the purpose of proving that the position — or at least tho'so-callcd 
patronage of art of the present day — is much where it was at the beginning of the last century. 
There is, indeed, some truth in the assertion. If we refer to the newspaper criticisms of the exhibition 
for the year 1802 — to the Morning Post, The Sun, The Porcujnne, The True Briton, all of which 
intorcstod themselves keenly m the advance of British painting — wo find observations which writers 
might almost apjily br the present collection. "Mr. Lawrence” was said to "stand eminently at the 
head of the portrait painters in this exhibition ” (exactly as wo might speak of Mr. Sargent to-dn} ), 
yet the general display " has the usual mercantile character of our siihool by abounding in portraits ; 
but it is with inilnito pleasure that we olnserve the most promising spirit of improvement, particularly 
among the younger artists. The tone of colour is chaster, the principles of drawing seem to bo bettiT 
understood, and thoro is less of that tawdry glare and fluttering theatrical manner which used to 
disgust the eye of taste. ' Another, curiously enough, deplores that Art should have divorced itself 
from Literature, “ without the alliance of which the arts cannot steadily and permanently flourish.” 

The literary picture is still with us, constituting now as ever the main interest to the general 
public. But there is a more frequent sobriety and exercise of control, both in subject and colour, and 
a more intelligeift appreciation of the limits of subject, painting. There is besides a now interest 
growing up in landscape, in which the prcttinos.s of the view and the artifice of effect are neither the 
motive of the artist nor the attraction to the spectator. Theft is the usual earnestness and sinci'rity 
which, whether they be directed into channels right or wrong, are the constant characteristics of our 
school, and there is a goiierai improvciuout in certain strata or currents, us it were, among the artistic 
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connnunity. And yot, owing to the admission of certain works belonging to a time and ^bion which 
wo usually speak of without praise, and think of without pride, the general effect of this year’s 
Academy presents few foaturas for special congratulation. Moreover, there is an almost unprecedented 
absence ot pictures of the nude. This is not a good sign, for good flesh-painting is the touchstone of 
the condition of n school, and the test of the healthy clastic vigour of the artistic mind. As Lessing 
said : “ The artist's aim is beauty. Clothes are the outcome of necessity, and what has necessity to 
do with Art ? What is the beauty of drapery compared to the beauty of the human form ? And 
will ho, who can attain to the greater, be satisned with the loss ? ' It appears that tliis year painters 
have been satisfied with the less, and this it is which gives ground for some degree of uneasiness 
among those who watch the progress of the arts. 

There are some compensations, however. It is a brilliant “Sargent year;’’ unhappily Mr. 
Sargent does not have his pictures photographed. • But there are others who follow and support him 
with genuine success. Portraiture is never very interesting when rendered in black and white by 
printer’s ink; and unless the lady be very beautiful, or the gentleman very celebrated or very striking 
m expression, rarely appeals to onr lesthotic sense. Arrangement counts for a good deal ; but it too 
often happuns that portraiture is regarded loss as art than as history, less as decoration than as 
document. Sttill there are many points of interest in the portrait gallery which follows. 

Landscape no longer shows us the Tumor who made such a "sensation in the exhibition of 1802 , 
and startled an adverse critic into acknowledging the genius of the pointer, and into proclaiming that 
“Mr. Turner seemed t(> be aiming at founiling a new school in landscape ! “ But wc have several artists 
who can delight us with their renderings of nature, and who reinforce their vision of subject with a 
true instinct tor beauty of pattorh and arrangement and line, for penetrating feeling for the essence of 
landscape— sentiment, colour, light, and atmosphere. Old favourites and men quite young form a 
group who are cultivating a nioderri fooling while retaining a sense of style. 

What is called in cant neologism “ inodcmity ” — whi^i, after all, only means the result of accurate 
observation — is equally seen in sca-painting. Waves are now studied, nut only in the mass, fait in 
its piirts, as Henry Moore studied them ; and the result may be seen in the work of half a dozen 
painters who give us not only the colour and texture, as it were, of water in the mass, but the drawing 
of its parts. In the section of animal-painting there has arisen no new prophet; but a lew 
painters interest us with their skill and sympathy, rendering from the whole wide range of the brute 
world, from wild boasts to cattle, and from horses to doliiestic pots. Subject-pictures may be literary 
or otherwise ; it is sornotimos diflicult to draw tho line. But in both sections there are in the 
Academy a few works of a high order, and if the dramatic presentation of incident does not al tract 
the spectator, ho must reflect that the tendency of tlie day among our hotter painters is to drop tire 
appeal to our lovo of anecdote. Of the sculpture little need be said. Seldom nas tho harvest of the 
year boon less striking, in spite of tho fact that six or eight artists have modelled works of real beauty 
and oxcelloucc.

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NOTES. 

The Last Chafter. By Mr. J. Bnyh Penrose. (No. 388.) See p. 27 . — Tho Venerable Bede 
is said to have been bom about the year 673 a.d. Left an orphan at the age of seven, he was 
educated in the Benedictine Abbey at Monkwcanuouth. He afterwards entered the monastery at 
Jarrow, where he remained till his death in 735 a.i>. It was them ho accomplished that which 
made him famous in the annals of English Literature. His tinal work was tho translation ot 
St. John’s Gospel into Anglo-Saxon. Tho story of the closing scone in his life, represented in 
Mr. Penrose’s picture, is related by St. Cuthbert: — 


** The Veneiuhle Bedo spent tho last days of his life dictating bis Iriinslation of the lust chapter of St. John's Go^pol. 
In tho Gvoiiinfl: tho scribe said ‘Dear master, thoro is yot one sontonco to write*; he answuriJ, 'Write quickly.* Prosently tho 
youth said 'Now it is finished'; he replied 'Thou hast said the truth, it is finished.* Bidding the attendants place him 
whore ho could see tho spot in which ho usually knelt in prayer, he cluiitod tho O/oria ho uttered tho words ‘the 

Holy Ghost* he died, and so passed to tho Kingdom of Heaven.** 

Chaucer. •By Mr. George J. Frampton, R.A, (No. 1,629.) See p. 28.— This bust, when 
executed in marble, is to find a resting pltwe in tho Guildhall of the City of London. Although 
Mr. Frampton has evidently made a careful study of tRe known jwrtraits of Chaucer, he has 
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not closely followed that by Occlevo— the only ono universally accepted as trustworthy — contaihod 
in his De Regindne Principis. In this, Chaucer Ls represented with a distinctly (Aquiline nose, 
and a beard-covered chin. 

Stradella. Jig Mf. W. A. Breahipeave. (Uo. 71.) Sec. p. 32.— -Tlio quotation quaintly given in 
the catalogue explains, in a measure, the incident depicted by the artist. “ Stradella having (sloiied 
with one of his pupils, two bravoes were hired to assassinate him. Tracking him to Rome, his music so 
charmed thcJii that they wore moved to compaasion and repented.” Alessandro Stradella, the famous 
Italian musician ami composer, lived in the latter half of the seventeenth century. The main fiujts of 
his life are not known, but such as exist arc to be found in Ronnet-Bourdolot’s Hhtmre de In 
Mmique ct de hch liJfcfH (l'a,na, 1715). The romantic story upon which Mr. llrcaksjiearc has based 
bis picture is narrated in full by this writer. It appears from this that Stradella was engaged 
by a wealthy Venetian mddeman to teach singing to'liis mistress, Ortensia. Master and pupil 
became enamoured of each other and fled to Rome. The a.ssassins followed him, and learning 
that ho > 5 ras to conduct a now oratorio— assumed to be 8ati Oiovanui ]iafti.sia—m the Church of 
S. (liovanni in Latorano, resolved to perpetrate their crime as ho loft the church. Upon hearing 
the music, they were so overcome by its beauty that they relented and confessed the proposed 
crime to Stradella. The musician and Ortensia thereupon fled to Turin, Avhero ho was again 
attacked and loft fo» dead. He recovered, however, and married Orten.sia and wont to Genoa. 
There the vongoaiice of the Anmctian was satisfied, for within a year of their marriage, Stradella 
and Ortensia wore murdered in ‘their homo. 

.i^luiNA, FROM THE Theatre OF DroKVsu.s. Jig Afr. M. Pidleg Oorhef, AM. A. {Xo. (1(5.) See. 
p. 33.— Mr. Corbet has painted the island as seen from one of the most interesting ruins of 
ancient Athens. The Theatre of Dionysus was built about 500 on the south-east side of 
the Acropolis. It was the first theatre to Ik 5 built of marble, its prodeces.sors having been 
temporary wooden structures. The ruins of this interesting building wero unearthed in 1802, 
and consist principally of a row of marble thrones for the officers of state, and the elaborate 
masonry of the stage and orchestra floor. 

Dr. Cautwui(!IIT. Jig Me. H. 0. Fehe. {Nif. 1,608.) See, p. 40.— This statue of the inventor 
of the power loom is to be erected in the City of Bradford. Edmund Cartwright was born at 
Marnham, Notts., in 1743. Ho was educated at University College, Oxford, and in course of time 
became a “ fellow” of Magdalen. In 1784 — when he was forty-one years of age — his attention was 
accidentally drawn to the subject of weaving. He examined the matter, and within a year his first 
power loom was at work. In 1803 he received a grant of £10,000 from the Government. He died 
in 1823. 

Sai.amis, from the Acrofolis. Jig Mr. M. RiiUeg Corbet, A JIA. {No. 615.) See. p. 53.— The 
Island of Salamis — or as it is knoWn more generally in Greece, Koluri — has an area of about thirty-five 
miles. The island bore an important part m the history of ancient Athens. In the seventeenth 
century was the groat war between Athens and Megara for its possession, in which the former was 
victor. Tlie chief event connected in history with Salainis, however, was the naval battle between 
the Greeks and the Persians under Xerxes, fought in 480 b.c. The scene of the fight was off the 
ancient city of Salainis, at the south-eastern end of the straita 

The Victors of Paaruebero. Jig Mr. Jamee P. Jieadle. (No. 424.) See, p. 58.— In tho 
story of tho Roor War tho victory of Paardeberg undoubtedly stands out as one of its greatest 
events. It marked the turn of tho tide in the British fortunes, and was the first great blow struck 
at tho Boor forces. The following description by an eye-witness serves as tho authority for Mr. 
Beadle’s representation of the scene of February 27, 1000 : — *”■

When tlie sun rose on tho nnnivoraary of Day, the Bowl realizod that their pOBition wan no longer tenable; the 

trench, dug ijndor heavy flro during tlie night by the Canzjj|k)|(r'e[tid No. 7 Company R,E.. dominated their defenceH at a distance 
of eighty raids. At 8 a.m. the burghers came Mtniggling oSt| unaimud, moRtly carrying their poviable poBHecaionB.” 

This incident occurred, of course, before the (ormal surrender of tho redoubtable Cronja 
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A Familiar Group. By the hilc T. Sidney Cocper, C.V.O., RA. (Xo. 43C) See p. 59. — Tho 
aged Academician, who died in the ''arly part of tho year, is represented by four works. One (No 
435) was commenced as long ago ns 1848, and completed last year. Tho jneturo under notice, 
howovor, is alone of the four dated 1902, and thus ropresents tho latest completed work of the aged ^ 
artist, signed and dated but a short while before his death, when lie was in tho ninet 3 '-ninth year 
of his ago. 

Model for the Queen Victoria Memorial (Bradford). By Mr. Alfred Dmry, A.R.A., and 
Mr. J. F. Sivipfion. (No. 1,597 ) See p. 03. — This dc.sign has special interest from the fact that it is 
one of the few instances iu which an architect and a sculptor have been formally invited to co-operate 
in the production of a public monument in England. The residt cannot fail to bo successful. An 
eminent authority has expressed himsejfi on the point, iu the Maymine of Art for April, in the 
following words: “Tho true ideal is that of joint design; the sculptor working out tho general 
form and scale with the architect, and tho both talking over and sketching out tho statuary and 
decoration. Once tho general lines are mutually agreed, occasional consultation only is wanted, 
each giving his own individuality to his own detail” It is on those lines that tho Bradford Memorial 
is to be produced. 


The Pastoral Bedouin Bejoicino at the Time of the Overfl(»w of the Nile. By Mr. 
Frederiek Goodall, RA. (No. 4(16.) See, p. 69. — Tho artist supplies tho following explanation to 
tho odicial catalogue: — 

Thf Pastoral Itcdouin dopond upon tho annual ovoiflow of tho Kilo fop tho pasluro that ihoh* fliH ks and herda of 
goats and cainols. Consotpionlly, there is great rt'joieiiig when th« water reaches near to the lioiues of Ihe dwellers in tents, and 
srives tho journey to and from the encanijniient to lind water and food. The Hocks und herds are always driven on to Iho dry 
Hand of the desert ut night.’* 


The Vision of Sir Percivale’s Sister. By Mr. Siymnuwl Godze. (No. 484.) See p. 
70. — Tho story depicted by Mr. Goetzo is fully told by Tennyson in one of the “ Idylls of tho King ’’ — 
“ The Holy Qrail” Sir Percivalo retires from tho fellowship of the Hound Table to the quietude of 
a monastery, und to Ambrosius, a fellow monk, relates the story of tho appearance of tho Holy Grail 
In reply to the question, “ But who first saw the holy thing to-day ? ” Sir Percivalo says ; — 

**A Woman a nun, 

And one no further otf in hlood from mo 
Than nistor ; und if ever holy maid, 

With kneeH of adoration wore the atone, 

A holy maid, tho’ never maiden glow’d, 

But lliat was in her earlier maidenhood, 

With Buch a fervent flame of human love. 

Which, being ruddy blunted, glanced and shot 
Only to holy things; to prayer and praise 
She gttvo herself, to fast and alms.” 


The desire to soo the Holy Grail becomes her passion, and tho fulfilment of it is thus recorded 
in a conversation with her brother :— 


. . , ^“0 my brother Percivalo,’ she said, 

‘ Sweet brother, I have Been tho lluly Qrail ; 

For, waked at dead of night, 1 hesrd a sound 
Ah of a silver horn from o'er the hills 
Blown, and 1 thought *It is not Arthur's use 
To hunt by moonlight ’ ; and the slcndor Kound 
As from a distance beyond distance grew, 

Coming lipon me— 0 never harp nor horn, 

Nor aught to blow with breath, or touch uilh hand, 
Was like that music as it came: and then 
Btroam’d through my cell ii cold and silver beam, 
And down the long beam stole the Holy Qrail, 
Kose-red with beatings in it, as if^iUve, 

Till all the white walls of my cell wore dyed 
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With rofiy euluiirs loQiMn^ on the 'wall ; 

And then the muAic faded* and tho grail 
Ptifll, and the bounia decay*d, and from tho walls 
The roHy quiverings died into the night/’ 

"Yoiru SovKiinioN— The EMi'inic— This rMPEiUAi. City, are Satisfied.” By Mr. John H. F. 
Bacon. (No. 217.) See p. 71. — llxis quotation is from tho speech of tho Lord Mayor, Sir Alfred 
Kowtoii, cm tho occasion of tho official welcome at the Guildhall to tho City Imperial Vohmteors on 
their return from South Africa. Tho picture is a iiionument of patient skill, for each of tho hgui'cs on 
the platform, bnsidos many of those in tho body of tho hall, wore painted from special sittings. Tho 
front row on the platform is occupied by the City Aldermen. Commencing from tho oxtrenio right 
of tho picture, tluf first standing figure in Sir Holmwood Cranford, and in tho following order are : — 
Mr. Sheriff Lawrence, Dr. Door Crosby, Mr. T. V'. Slfong, Sir John Knill, Mr. Sum. Green, Sir J. 
Tmscott, Sir J. Ritchie, Sir Marcus Samuel, Sir Joseph" Dimsdalo, Sir Frank Greon, Sir Walter 
Wilkin, Sir Henry Knight. Sir John Moore, Sir Gcoige Faudel Phillips, Sir John Boll, Sir Alfred 
Newton, and 'Mr. John Pound. In uniform, in front of tho platform on the right, are General 
Mac.kinnon find Colonel Cholrnondley. Foremost in the gallery, in a white hat, is tho Lady Mayoress, 
with Miss Newton* and Lady Phillips. 

Beatimo the Bounds : Tower of London. By Mr. Fre(f Roe. (No. 4(54.) See p. 71.— Tho 
Tower, in addition to its own grim pictnresqucncss, is the scone f)f several picturesque customs which 
have boon handed down from ancient days. Among these is , tho one represented by Mr. Roe — 
“ Beating the Bounds of tho Tower Liberties.” The ceremony is perforrntHl triennially, and although 
.shorn of much of its pomp and circumstance, it is still one of tho pretty sights of Loudon. After 
a service in tho Church of St. Peter ad Vincula, a prooe-ssion is formocl upon ti»o parade, in which the 
“Beefeaters” in their Elizabethan costumes form a conspicuous feature. Tho Deputy-Liim tenant and 
other officers of the Tower, the chaplain and a painter, arc tho chief participants in the ceremony. 
The boundary stations are marked with a red broad an-oxv upon a white ground by tho painter, while 
tho chajiluin repeats: “Cursed bo the man who removeth his neighbour’s landmark.” The children 
with their wands then " beat tho bounds,” as in tho ordinary parochial ceremony. Tho background in 
the picture is formed by “ Tho Traitor's Gate.”

King Edward the Sixth. By Mina Jejixie Maeyreyor. (No. 207.) See p. 8.*). — The catalogue 
contains tho following extract from Sir John Hayward's “ Life and Reign of King Edward the 
Sixth ” : — 

dinposiiion ho wus mildp, gracious and jdcaHani of an heavenly wit; in body bonulifiill, but cspcoially in his oios, wliich 
soemod to iiavc a starric livelinosso and lustro in them.”

Although Miss Maegregor has exaggerated the size of the eyes of tho young King, she has 
based her likeness on tho two portraits in the National Portrait Gallery ascribed to “ The School 
of Holbein.” 

The Hgme-Coming ok Charles II. By Mr. CharUe M. Padday. (No. 129.) See p. 88. — 
Tlie particular incident in tho return of Charles II to England (in 16G0), which Mr. Padday has 
depicted, is narrated in the Mnnoir/i of Pepye, editod by Lord Graybrooke, vol. i., page 97 : — 

“Msy lOBO. Aliiiiit iioon (thouifli thu biixantino that Hoalo mado was Ihoro roaily to carry him), yot bo would go in 
n-.y Lord's barge with the two Dukes. Our Captain stoored and my Lord wont along hare with him.” 

The landing occurred at Dover, and " my Lord ” to whom Pepys refers was tho Earl of Sandwich. 

Ladv ok the Isle ok Avelyon (No. 1,G20) and Lvonors (No. 1,713). By Mr. George J. 
Fnmpion. R.A. See p. 89.- -These two delightful bronze heads, to which Mr. Frampton has 
given an Arthurian association, seem to bo taken from two of the figures on the faijad^ of Lloyd’s 
Registry Offices in Fenehuudi Street, one of fho finest modern buUtlings in tho City of London. 

The SrtRCEREss. By Mr. Horace Van (No 42(5.) Seep. 91.— One ’of the many 

repre.sentatiouK in pictorial art of Circe, srlaughter of Sol and Persois, who (yos banished to the 
island of Jia after murdering her husbimd, a Sarmatian Prince of Colchis. Ulysses, on his return 
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from tlio Irojan war, visited her coasts, ami all his companions were hy her enchantments 
converted into swine. Ulysses himself, lortitiod nj^ainst her power hy a herb given him by 
Mercury, appniux)d before her and demanded the restoration of his friends. The ro<jtiost was 
complied with and Ulysses departed, laden with Imnonr and pleasures. 


"What is Tiujth?" Jhf Mr. F. W. ir. Tophuui, R.A. {Fo. 716) Her p. 65. — The incident 
is recounted in St. John’s (Josjtel, chapter xviii. In Averse H7 Jesus finishes his statement to 
lilate by saying, " hveryone that is of the truth hearcth my voice;’’ and, in verse 3>S. is Pilate’s 
reply: “Pilate saith unto Him, ‘And what is truth?’ And when ho had said this ho went out 
again unto the Jews and .saith unto them, ‘I*find in Him no fault at all.’” 


GEORiiE II AT I)ErTlX(iEN, I74:| «// Mr. Ihhrrt HiUiiifffnrd, 4S().) Srr 107. -The 

War of ^ the Austrian Siic(;(\ssic)n involved luwly the whole of the Kuropoan nations, with Giieon 
Maria Ihcrcsa of Austria as the <H‘ntral fijjfuro. Allied wilh th<^ Austrians w(ire the En^^lish and 
Hanoverians, and opposed to tluan were the French and IJavarians. The Allies under George J1 
on July 27, 174H, dufoatod the larger French army, under the Due de Noailles, at Dottingrn. 
In England this vietoiy was celchratod hy Handel's I'e Dram. This was the last oeeasion on which 
an English Sovereign led the army in mutual warfare. 


La Belle Dame Sans Meiuh. Dy Mr. Frank Dicksei\ RA, {No. III.) fiee 116 . — Keats's 
poem Avith this title has boon the subject of a great number of pictures. The story 
of the ])oem is embodied in various legends, It relates the eiichantinent of a knight by a 
beautiful fairy-woman ; he is lured by her to her lair — and to death. The knight in this poem 
escapes with his life and tells liis story. The meeting with the witch is thus described;— 

I Hiut (I Ittdy in ihu meadn, 

Eull beautiful • a faery’s child, 

IJer hair was long, her foot was li|(ht. 

And h(T eyes wore wild.” 

His infatuation is dealt with in the verse quoted in the (.lataluguo and under the reproduction of 
the picture in this volume.

Philip IV visiting Velasquez in His Srumo. B\j Mr. Fred Roe. •(N'o. 164.) See p. 117.— 
It was in 1623 that Velasquez was first brought to tbo notice of tho King, Philip IV— that 
is to say, whqn tho artist was twenty-four years of age. Tho apiwititment of Court Painter was 
at once granted to him, and a laige room in the Patafto was assigned to him as a studio. This 
was connected by a passage with tho King’s private 'apartments, and in it was painted the 
many portraits of Philip IV which have immortalised both sitter and artist. The particular 
incident here depicted is that in which the King entered (md saw Velasquez’ portrait of 
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himsolf upon the easel. It was, said the painter, just completed, “ Not quite,” said the King, 
“ I will give it the finishing touch.” And taking the brush from the painter and dipping it 
•in carmine, he touched upon the portrait's breast— indicating the noble order to which the 
benevolent monarch thus raised the great artist. 

Saint Huide. Bj/ Mrs. Jopling. (Xo. C55.) See p. 117. — The following rhyme is included in 
the catalogue in connection with this picture: — 

“Paul said, and Pi-tor said, 

And all fhc tiaints alive and dead, 

Yowod slio had the sweetest, ht^ad,

Napoleon’s Abdipation : Apiul 5, 1814. By Mr. Eyre Croivr, A.RA. {No. 493.) See p. 134.— 
Tho followin}^ extract from the “ Soiivoiiirs of Marshall Macdonald/’ which is given in the official 
catalogue,, explains ,tho incident depicted 

*^Nnpol()on when signing hi8 nbditiation at P'ontainobleau, added to it this proviso: *I do so sulijoct to tho acceptance by the 
Powors in occupation of Paris of my wile, Marie Louise, us regent during tlie minorily of my son, who is to succeed me.* The 
Tsar, who acted us spokesinuti fof the AlUc^s, had taken up his abode at Talleyrand's hoiists the Ildtel Kt. Florontin. There in the 
Blue Uoum, still extaut, Ah*xander T crirdially received the three envoys, the Duke do Vicenf*e, and Marshals Ney and Macdonald.
